The annual returns of the police, de- 
pariment.for the 14 months ending 
December $1, 1918, have reached the 
office of the city commissioners and 
show that the capital expenditure for 
this period amounted to $112,184.15; 
the . operating expenses totalling 
$190,956.75 and the revenue $29,853.02: 
There were 6,976 cases dealt with dur- 
ing the year. The fines and fees col- 
lected payable to the Government 
amounted to $27,096.25, while the city 
benefitted only to the extent. of $17,- 
895,05 from fees and fines, 

According to the tabulated report of 
T M. Turnbull, the civie relief offi- 
cer, positions were found for 8,600 ap- 
plicants through the frée employment 
bureau operated in this department.

THOUGHT HUNDRED 
ARE DEAD INST 
LOS CLUB FIRE 


Over 200 Trapped in Building 
When Alarm Was 
Sent in, 


ONLY FIFTY OF THESE 
CAN BE ACCOUNTED FOR 


Massive Structure Occupying 
Half Square Caves in In- 
juring Many, 


St. Louis, March 9, —- Seven known 
dead, scores of men missing and 
thought to be incinerated in the ruins 
und about fifty injured was the tuvil 
exacted by a fire which destroyed the 
Missouri Athletie club, one of the most 
exclusive organizations of the city 
early this morning. 

At four o'clock the fire still was be- 
yond control. The four upper stories 
of the seven story structure had caved 
in. The Boatmen’s bank which oc- 
cupied the two lower floors of the 
building was buried in the ruins. 

Over 200 in Building 

One hundred and thirty-five mem- 
bers were registered in the building at 
the time of the fire and it is believed 
about one hundred others were {in the 
building. Of these not more than fifty 
had been accounted for at four o'clock. 

At 2:30 every fire fighting machine 
in the city and every fireman was on 
the scene, but the blaze spread in all 
directions and was beyond the control 
of the firemen, The entire 
bounded by Fourth street, Hroadway, 
Washington avenue and Lucas avenue 
will be destroyed, 

Believed Trapped In 

Within a short time after the fire 
was discovered the flames were shoot- 
ing through eight floors of the huye 
Missouri Athletic club building. Of 130 
roomers at the club, not more than 
twenty have been accounted for. The 
remaining men are believed to have 
been, trapped on the floors above the 
fourth: If this proves true, not one 
of them will escape alive, as the en- 
tire building 1s now a mass of flames, 

At 2:45 this morning the roof of the 
massive structure occupying half a city 
square caved in, carrying down with 
it several floors and it is believed more 
than 100 are dead. Every available 
ambulance and police patrol wagon in 
the city has been called on. 

Only Few Accounted For 

A careful census of those who es- 
caped from the building was taken by 
the police and an officer of the club 
and not more than two dozen were 
accounted for, It is almost certain 
all the others were burned to death. 
The directors of the Missourl Athletic 
Club have appointed a committee of 
four to get a complete list of the miss- 
ing and of those who escaped. This 
committee established headquarters at 
the press club and requested all those 
who were registered at the Missouri 
Athletic Clubto notify them kt once,

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MINISTER WHITE SURPASSES 
HIS ADVANCE NOTICES 

If the words of Hon. W. T. White, minister of finance, 
in the dominion parliament, are properly reported, it is his 
idea that there is a time when justice should be done and a 
time when it should not be done. 

Upon the old age pension question, White declares that 
the time is not rine for its introduction in Canada. 

Admitting that ordinary justice demands that the time- 
expired man in the army of industry should not be turned 
out to starve after the last day’s work had been wrung from 
him, White’s idea is that this must continue to be the system 
until some date in the indefinite future when things will some 
way be different. 

By the same process of thought, were an innocent man 
about to be hanged, White might refuse to interfere because 
all arrangements had been made for the hanging and an inter- 
ference would disrupt these arrangements. 

Yet the innocent man who died by unmertied hanging 
would be no more extremely dead than the equally innocent 
man who, having given to industry the service of his best 
years, finally finds himself on the scrap-head and en route to 
the cemetery because there is no old-age pension to protect 
him against want. Interference in either case is merely 
justice. 

White's recommendation as a cabineteer was that he was 
a “business? man. Judging from this insight into his moral 
character, it is quite evident that he is just a little-more so 
than his advance notices implied. He has been a big busiiess 


BRITISH COLUMBIA'S ACT 
OF DIRECT TAXATION 

Something has been said in the conservative press (in 
which is included the Bulletin) condemnatory of the action 
of the government of the province of Alberta for having the 
liquor license receipts entirely to the province. 

British Columbia already takes all the liquor license re- 
ceipts, as does the conservative Roblin government in Mani- 
toba, and has done so for some time. There is at present going 
through the British Columbia legislature a measure of direct 
taxation which provides for the levying of licenses against 
almost all businesses conducted in the province. : 

According to the terms of the bill wholesale houses oper- 
ating in B. C. will pay $100 a year, retail houses $10, lawyers, 
real estate agents and land agents will pay $50 a year, drug- 
gists, veterinaries, dentists, architects and‘surveyors $5 twice 
a year, circuses $50 a day, freighters and pack tralns $5 twice 
a year, cattle drivers $50, peddlers $20, canning factories $25, 
bowling alleys shooting galleries, skating rinks $10 and dance 
halls $100 every six months, and the whole receipts are gather- 
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Eddie Foy, Actor and Parent, 
Is Really Edwin Fitzgerald 

Eddie Foy, comedian and prou 
perent, will be the reciptent of birth- 
day congratulations today, The ven- 
erable funny man is really Edwin 
Fitzgerald, his parents having been 
Richard and Ellen Hennesey Fitz- 
gerald, of a nationality unnecessary 
to mention. Eddie was born in New 
York considerably more than half a 
century ago, but his youth was spent 
in Chicago, where he was a “newsy.” 
His stage premiere was made in 1869, 
when he did @ clog dance at the bene- 
fit at the Newsboys' Home ‘in the 
Windy City. Eddie was the hit of the 
performance, and then and there he 
decided to become a professional stage 
dancer, His first regular employ- 
ment was at the Cosmopolitan Var- 
feties in Chicago in 1876. We then 
formed a partnership with a young 
mun named Thompson, and did turns 
in has and “opery houses” in Kan- 
sas City, Dodge City, Leadville, and 
other wild and woolly frontier towns. 
Eddie did many an impromptu dance, 
to the tune of popping pistols, while 
the bullets ricochetted perilously near 
his nimble feet, but he accepted his 
hazing in such good part that Dodge 
City soon forgave him his clothes and 
took him to its big, red-blooded heart. 
After that anybody, in» Dodge Citty 
who cast aspersiona on Eddie Foy had 
to be mighty quick on the draw to ra- 
tnin an unperforated sicin. 

Tn those salad days the future great 
comedian did acrobatic songs ..and 
dances and black face sketches, After 
hia baptism of fire in Dodge City and 
Leadville, Eddie spent a couple of 
years in the comparatively refined and 
calm atmosphere of the Palace theater 
in Denver, In 1881 he continued his 
westward trek, landing in San Fran- 
cisco, where he appeared In specialtias 
and dramas at the Adelphi theater.

a few years he had won a reputation 
as one of the funniest of American 
comedians appearing in “Cinderella,” 
“Bluebeard.” “Sinhad-and Saflor.” and 
“All Baba.” He scored notable muc- 
ceeses ns the star in “Robinson 
Crnosoa.” “Toney Turvey.” “Piff, Paff, 
Pout,” “The Tarl and the Girl.” and 
other productions, He was tho chief

Two of the leading Methodist 
ep{scopal institutions of higher learn- 
ing will celebrate today the centenary 
of the birth of John Evans, physician, 
statesman and philanthropist, who 
established the great Northwestern 
University at Evanston, Ill, and the 
University of Denver {in the Colorado 
capital The city of Evanston, 12 
miles north of Chicago, 2nd now world- 
famous as an educational center, was 
named after Evans, its father and 
benefactor, Besides being tho seat of 
Northwestern University and Garrett 
BitbUcal Institute, Mvanston Js tho 
headquartora of the National Woman's 
Christian Temperance union, and the 
Willards Rest Cottave perpetuates the 
name and fame of Frances E. Willard, 
founder of the World's Woman's 
Christian Temperance union.

TODAY IN DOMINION 
HISTORY 


Banking in Canada began to develop 
somewhat upon present lines with the 
formation of the bank of British North 
America, which opened its doors for 
business 77 years ago today. The bank 
was organized by English capitalists 
and had its first office in Montreal, 
gradually extending its activities to 
other cities. Canada’s early bankers 
were principally engaged in financing 
and managing timber and fur ship- 
ments and in aiding the pioneers and 
traders engaged in the conquest of the 
wilderness. Che Bank of Montreal and 
Quebec Bank were launched in 1817, 
and the Bank of New Brunswick three 
years later. The Bank of Upper Can- 
ada was formed in 1823, and in 1822 
the Commercial Bank of the Midland 
District and the Bank of Nova Scotia 
supplied banking accommodations for 
flourishing cities and districts. The 
Bank of British North America was 
the most ambitious project of its kind 
Canada had had at the date of its 
founding, although it was soon out- 
stripped in the race for supremacy by 
the Bank of Montreal. Minor institu- 
tions came and vanished, and at con- 
federation the Bank of Montreal, with 
29 branches, Was.the most powerful 
financial institution of the new nation.

Washington, “March Qo-Food prices 
In the United States reached the high. 
est level in 24 years on November 16, 
1913. Since that date there has been 
a slight decline in prices, though the 
average still is well above that of 
last year. 

The department of Jabor yesterday 
made public a report showing the re- 
tail prices of principal articles of 
food as observed by the government 
agents in 650 of the most important 
cithes of the country. 

“Throughout the whole of 1912 high 
prices prevailed sald the report, 
“while the last quarter of the year 
was a period of Gecline in 15 articles 
of food observed.” ‘ 

Kegs, cornmeal and milk reached 
thelr higher price in November. For 
the remaining 12 articles sugar, but- 
ter hens, flour, sirloin steaks and 
steak rib roast, bacon, ham and lard, 
pork chops and potatoes, prices wero 
below the maximum quoted earlier in 
the vear,
